1. Reference is made to Par 2, basic communication. Apparently а 
nisunderstanding exists in that I did not personally see vnidentified ob- 
acta moving at an excessive rate of speed on a radar scope. Rather, 
Пе. Р, MUNAR, of viatson Laboratories, very probably saw unidentified 
objects, However, Мг, ИШИМЕ informed me that the objects seen wore 
not moving at an excessive speed, but rather were motionless at an altitude 
somewhere in the vicinity of 200 miles, еп these were seen on the Radar 
s: of the CPSA, (Modified) the angle of elevation of the Radar antenna 
proximately 70 degrees from horizontal. 
2, During the latter part of August, 1947, this organization was carry 
ing on several test runs with a modified SCR-270 at this base, I had re= 
€ A a corner reflector and two balloons and was watching them in their 
‚ht as they drifted to the southeast from this bases ‘While watching the 
balloons throueh a pair of ten power binoculars, а white object, appearing 
to be round, came into my field of vision. I followed the object as far 28 
possible but lost it within seconds after picking it up. The object was 
traveling at an unpracedented rate of speed and appeared to bs several 
thousand fest over the top of the Sacramento mountain range, travelirg in 
tal flight south to north»

For an- 
alogous size they stated if ths moon were the size of an orange the ob- 
joot would approximate the size of а diso.

Р. Tha Air Weather Service is tho only nzonoy of its type that 
haa been waked to assist in the accomplishnent of Ргојеоћ "SIGN" except 
that the United States Yieathor Bureau has provided information on ball 
lightning. Research projects in which balloons are used and which ara 
oonduotad or sponsored by the Army, Navy or United States Air Foros аге 
sheoked by the Intalligenss Department of thie Command, These ohsoks 
sreusually mada direct from the Projeot "SION" Office, MCIAXO-3. These 
зћеока ars distinct from tha ohsok of synoptic balloon flights made by 
weather service stations of the Air Force, the Navy and the Departuent 
of Commerce, (v. 3, Weather Bursan) requested of Air Weather Service,

danta are those having the greatest possibility of being balloons, 
liat does nos slimimte the possibility that many of tha remaining 
incidents are balloons.
